In spite of reports that the cit 


TUB fruit crop in the state this year 
•will not be as large as that of last 
season, every Indication is that the 
Tacking house of the Smyrna and 
Hawks Park Citrus Growers' asso 
•elation will "this season handle at 
least 10,000 more boxes of oranges 
and grapefruit 
than was bandied 


through the local branch 
of 
the 


-Florida Citrus Exchange last sea- 
.ion. 


, This fact is partly due to a cam- 
paign of e'ducatlon which lias been 
conducted by the Florida Citrus Ex- 
•change among the growers in this 
Ticinity, and which has resulted in a 
dumber of the grove owners sign- 
ing up to handle their fruit through 
the local packing house, and partly 
^because, 
in 
general, 
the yield in 


this vicinity this year will te prac- 
tically as heavy as last season. 


Some of the groves in this sec- 


tion of the state will show a better 
yield this season than they did last 
year, and some of them will produce 
about the same number of l:oxes. 
In general it is expected the quality 
of the fruit this seaacn will be bet- 
ter than it was last year, and every 
Indication in that better prices will 
prevail in the northern markets. 


One of the heaviest growers 
to 


sign up his fruit to be handled'^; 
the exchange > packing house this sea- 
son is "W. E. Connor, who has agreed 
to handle the product of all three of 
Ills groves through the local pack- 
ing house this season*.

Last season Mr. Connor had the 


fruit from the Jungle grove packed by 
the exchange branch here, and the 
experience proved to him that his 


, 
fruit can be handled and packed at 
an 
average 
of 
25 cents per box 


cheaper through the exchange than 
to do the packing himself. He now 
realizes ho can not only save money 
on the packing, 
through 
the ex- 


i 
change, but the fruit is handled fast- 
er and better and turns out a uni- 
form ' pack. 


At a recent 
meeting of the di- 


rectors of the Smyrna and Hawls 
Park Citrus Growers' association it 
was decided to have all groves be- 
longing to members of the associa- 
tion 
thoroughly inspected for any 


possible traces of citrus canker, and 
to* have all field boxes dipped after 
the picking in one grove has been 
finished and before the boxes ara 


£• taken into another grove.

vent the possible spread of citrus 
canker, or any other citrus disease,

SEVERAL BUILDINGS ARE DESTROYED 


BY FIERCE BLAZE WHICH SWEEPS 


THROUGH PART OF BUSINESS SECTION 


Rre Starts in Pool and Billiard Hafl Conducted by John Tanner and Destroys Buildings 


Occupied by Him, Cole* 4 Thomas, Torley Restaurant, Whrtesides Drug 


Store, and Resideic* of Mrs. King. Mrs. Ashton Loses. 
-> 


Fire of unknown origin, but which 


evidently originated in the pool and 
billard hall conducted by John Tan- 


ner, 
completely wiped out the block 


of business buildings and one-resi- 
dence on Canal street 'just west of 
the Florida East Coast railroad tracts 
at an early hour yesterday morning. 


The total loss is estimated in the 


neighborhood of $25,000, partly cov- 
ered by Insurance. 


The buildings burned include the 


one-story frame building owned 
by 


rfrs. J. P. Ditson and occupied by 
:he Colee & Thomas grocery store 
and John Tanner's pool and billiard 
lall and soft drink stand, and -the 
wo-story brick building owned 
by 


Mrs. 
Julia Ashton and G. M. Saxon 


and occupied on the second 
floor 


by' Mrs. Ashton and on the ground 
loor by the Whlteside drug store, 
he Torley restaurant and a barber 
shop conducted by John Robertson, 
colored. 
The residence of Mrs. J. 


rl. King, which stood just west .of 
he Colee & Thomas store, was also 
destroyed. 


Nothing was saved from the Tan- 


ner pool hall and the only things re- 
moved 
from 
the Colee & Thomas 


store were the money and accounts, 
which Mr. Colee suceeded In remov- 
ng from the safe. Mrs. Ashton and 
amily lost everything, and but lit- 
le was removed from the Torley res- 
aurant. 
A part of the stock 
was 


taken from the Whiteslde drug store. 
Mrs. King suceeded In saving some 
of her furniture. 


(lust how the fire was started is 


not now known, but every indication 
s that It originated somewhere 
in 


or under the part of the frame build- 


ing j 
, the Tanner pool and 
' 


The firei had evidently gained a 


good start Inlde or under the .build- 
Ing before the flames broke through 
enough to be seen by employes in 
the railroad yards. The first alarm 
was given by the blowing of a whis- 
tle on a switch engine at 
about 2 


o'clock, and this aroused enough peo- 
ple In (hat part of the city 
to 


bring out a number of people willing 
to turn in and help save some of the 
stocks. 


For some reason a general alarm 


of fire was not turned in through 
the telephone office until some time 
later and when the fire whistle 
at 


the 
light 
plant was sounded 
it 


brought 
hundreds of people 
from 


their beds to respond to the call for 
help. 
By this time, however, 
the 


fire had gained such, a 
headway, 


that there seemed no possibility of 
saving the block of buildings. 


When the fire engine was brought 


on the scene it was found to be of 
little use because of the condition in 
which it had apparently been left 
the last time it was used in sinking 
the piling for the new city dock. 


Norman 
Colee 
of the Colee & 


Thomas firm states that when 
he 


reached the scene and went into the 
store the place was tilled with smoke 
and the flames were just 
eating 


their way through the wall which sep- 
arates the store from the pool room. 
Mr. Colee managed to grope his way 
to the safe and removed the cash and 
accounts, but was unable to remain 
longer. in the building. As he opened 
the back door 
the flames came In 


with a rush. 


From there the flames ate their 


way through the Ditson 
building 


and jumped to the residence ot Mrs. 


King, which was also quickly consum 
ed; The bucket "brigade managed to 
throw enough water onto the Garner 
house just west of the King Bouse' 
to save that structure. 


In the meantime the flames aie. 


their way from the pool hall to the 
barber shop and into the Ashton and 
Saxon building, 
swept through the 


restaurant 
and the drug store and 


to the upper floor, occupied by Mrs. 
Ashton and family. Mrs. Ashton and 
family barely had time to get 
out 


with enough clothes to wear. 


(Some of the fixtures from the res- 


taurant and stock and fixtures from 
the drug store and barber shop were 
carried out and piled into the street. 


(With the flames leaping so high 


into the air and whipped atout 
by the wind, most of the furniture 
and fixtures from J. Q. Baker's pool 
hajl, across the railroad tracks, were 
also removed from the building and 
placed in the street, but the brick 
walls of the building withstood the 
heat and the furniture and fixtures 
were replaced after the fire had died 
down. 


Several times the building occu- 


pied by the bakery in the rear of 
the burning buildings la said to have 
caught fire, but each time the flames 
were extinguished and the structure 
was saved. 


The fire also caused a lively scram- 


ble among the colored families 
oc- 


cupying the houses just to the north 
along the railroad track, and most 
of these removed their belongings to 
places 
of safety, 
expecting their 


homes to be destroyed. 


Colee 
& 
Thomas have already 


arranged for a temporary building to 
be erected across the street 
from 


their former location, and announce 
that they will be ready for business 
next Monday.

Notices have been sent oat by tnev 


state board of health to county com- 
missioners throughout the state that 
the medical inspection of school chil- 
dren, provided for by the last legis- 
lature should 
begin 
within one 


month from the time school Is re- 
sumed. 


According to the rules and reg- 


ulations adopted by the state board 
at a recent special called meeting, 
the county medical inspectors, chosen 
by [he county commissioners, 
are 


subject to approval by the state- 
board. They are subject to removal 
by the commissioners, on the recom- 
mendation of the health board. When 
neessary, the commisioners shall di- 
vide the county into districts. 


Every child attending any school, 


public or private, white or colored, 
shall be examined at least once each. 
year. The inspector shall note previ- 
ous diseases and the general 
con- 


dition of each pupil with regard 
to 


weight, height, nutrition and clean- 
liness, and to the teeth. "Tests will 
be made £or faulty eyesight and 
for 


deafness. 
Each child will be classi- 


fied, according to mental capacity, 
as normal, backward or defective. 


A record of each inspection must 


be kept, on forms provided by the: 
state board. 
In cities of over five 


thousand, where medical Inspection of 
school children has been establish- 
ed under the jurisdiction of the citr 
hoard ot health, the board shall make 
reports as 
directed 
by the state 


health officer.

BY FIERCE BLAZE WHICH SWEEPS 


THROUGH PART OF BUSINESS SECTION

Fire Starts in Pool and Billiard Had Conducted by John Tanner and Destroys Buildings 


Occupied by Him, Cofee $ Thomas, Torley Restaurant, Whrtesides Drug 


Store, and Reside^ of Mrs. King. Mrs. Ashton Loses. 


Fire of unknown origin, but which 


ividentty originated in the pool and 
billard hall conducted by John Tan- 
ner, completely wiped out the block 
}f business buildings and one real 
lence on Canal street just west of 
he Florida East Coast railroad tracts 
t an early hour yesterday morning. 
The total loss is estimated In the 
eighborhood of $25,000, partly cov- 
red by insurance 
The buildings burned include the 
ne-story frame building owned 
by 


ATB J P Ditson and occupied by 
he Colee & Thomas grocery store 
nd John Tanner's pool and bill ard 
all and soft drink stand, and the 
wo-story brick building owned 
by 


Mrs Julia Ashton and G. M. Saxcn 
nd occupied on the second 
f'oor 


y° Mrs. Ashton and on the ground 
loor by the Whlteside drug store, 
he Torley restaurant and a barber 
hop conducted by John Robertson, 
olored. 
The residence of Mrs J. 


King, which stood just west of 


he Colee & Thomas store, was also 
estroyed. 
Nothing was saved from the Tun- 
er pool hall and the only things re- 


moved from the Colee ft Thomas 
tore were the money and accounts, 
which Mr. Colee suceeded In remov- 
ng from the safe. Mrs Ashton and 
amlly lost everything, and but lit- 
e was removed from the Torley res- 
aurant. 
A part of the stock 
was 


taken from the Whlteside drug store. 
Mrs King suceeded in saving some 
f her furniture. 
iTust how the fire was started is 
ot now known, but every Indication 


that It originated somewhere 
In 


or under the part of the frame build- 


ing Igcuppd JUT the Tanner pool and 
btlriiirauull.i 


The firei had evidently gained a 


good start inside or under the build- 
ing before the flames broke through 
enough to be seen by employes in 
the railroad yards. The first alarm 
was given by the blowing of a whis- 
tle on a switch engine at 
about 2 


o'clock, and this aroused enough peo- 
ple in (hat part of the city 
to 


bring out a number of people willing 
to turn in and help save some of the 
stocks 


For some reason a general alarm 


of fire was not tuined in through 
the telephone office until some time 
later and when the fire whistle at 
the 
light 
plant was sounded 
it 


brought 
hundreds of people 
from 


their beds to respond to the call for 
help 
By this time, however, 
the 


fire had gained such, a 
headway, 


that there seemed no possibility of 
saving the block of buildings 


When the tire engine was brought 


on the scene it was found to be of 
little use because of the condition in 
which it had apparently been left 
the last time it was used in sinking 
the piling for the new city dock. 


Norman 
Colee 
of the Colee 
& 


Thomas firm states that when 
he 


reached the scene and went Into the 
store the place was tilled with smoke 
and the flames were just 
eating 


their way through the wall which sep- 
arates the store from the pool room. 
Mr. Colee managed to grope his way 
to the safe and removed the cash and 
accounts, but was unable to remain 
longer in the building. As he opened 
the back door 
the flames came In 


with a rush. 


From there the flames ate their 


way through the Ditson 
building 


and jumped to the residence ot Mrs. 


King, which was also quickly consum- 
ed. The bucket brigade managed to 
throw enough water onto the Gamer 
house just west of the King bouse 
to save that structure 


In the meantime the flames ate 


their way from the pool hall to the 
barber shop and Into the Ashton and 
Saxon building, 
swept through the 


restaurant 
and the drug store and 


to the upper floor, occupied by Mrs 
Ashton and family. Mrs. Ashton and 
family barely had time to get 
out 


with enough clothes to wear 


(Some of the fixtures from the res- 


taurant and stock and fixtures from 
the drug store and barber shop were 
carried out and piled into the street 


(With the flames leaping so high 


into the air and whipped alout 
by the wind, most of the furniture 
and fixtures from J Q Baker's pool 
hajl, across the railroad tracks, were 
also removed from the building and 
placed in the street, but the brick 
walls of the building withstood the 
heat and the furniture and fixtures 
were replaced after the fire had died 
down. 


Several times the building occu- 


pied by the bakery in the rear of 
the burning buildings la said to have 
caught fire, but each time the flames 
were extinguished and the structure 
was saved. 


The fire also caused a lively scram- 


ble among the colored families 
oc- 


cupying the houses just to the north 
along the railroad track, and most 
of these removed their belongings to 
places 
of safety, 
expecting their 


homes to be destroyed. 


Colee 
& Thomas have already 


arranged for a temporary building to 
be erected across the street 
from 


their former location, and announce 
that they will be ready for business 
next Monday.

PROPERLY AUTHORIZED 
AND 


.APPROVED. 


The board of county commission- 


ers hare adopted the following rules 
for the expenditure of all county 
funds; and all purchases of goods, 
materials and supplies and accounts 
for labor against the county most be 
authorized and approved In the slip- <"*<*att>te <* <& times." 
ulated manner before the accounts 
will be considered by the board: 


"All bills for supplies, labor and ma- 


terial for use of all county officers and 
for use at county Jail, poor house and 
court house shall be authorized and 
approved by the chairman of the 
board, or by the cleric of the board 
or bis chief deputy. 


"All bills for road supplies and ma- 


terials and free labor used or per- 
formed under the supervision of the 
road superintendent shall be author- 
ised and approved by him. 


"All bills for supplies, material and 


labor authorized by the commission- 
ers to be expended in their respective 
districts, shall be approved by 
commissioner in whose district 


acting as county auditor, to certify 
to the correctness of th« calculations, 
extensions and additions upon all bills 
or claims against the county betcrc 
the same are ordered paid, and that 
the payment of the game will not 
cause the appropriation made tor the 
purpose to be exceeded. 


"A complete list of all bills, claims 


or accounts ordered paid by the board 
of county commissioners and 
tor 


which warrants are drawn In pay- 
ment must tie entered upon the min- 
utes of the board of the meeting at 
which same are ordered paid, and the 
same shall be marked with the name 
of the person, firm or corporation pre- 
senting the same, the amount, the 
date ordered paid and the number of 
warrant Issued in payment ther°nf 
and properly filed so as to be readily

said supplies and materials are furn- 
ished or said labor performed. 


"All bills of every nature and kind 


must be filed with the clerk of tlie 
board ot county commissioners cm 
or before the first day of the month 
following the month in which said 
bills are contracted, and no bill? or

plied with. 


"All 
criminal cost bills from the 


circuit court, criminal court and Jus- 
tices of the peace courts shall not be-

"All 
bills on account of contracts

OR BEFORE FIRST OF MONTH 


PROPERLY AUTHORIZED 
AND 


.APPROVED. 


The board of county conunisdion- 
rs have adopted the following rules 
or the expenditure 
of all 
county 


unds; and all purchases of goods, 
materials and supplies and accounts 
or tabor against the county must be 
uthorhed and approved in the stip- 
lated manner before the accounts 
111 be considered by the board: 
"All bills for supplies, labor and ma- 
erlal for use of all county officers and 
or use at county Jail, poor house and 
ourt house shall be authorized and 
pproved by the 
chairman 
of the 


board, or by the clerk of the board 
r his chief deputy. 


'All bills for road supplies and ma- 


trials and free labor used or yer- 
irmed under the supervision of the 
•oad superintendent shall be author- 
sred and approved by him. 


"All bills for supplies, material and 


abor authorized by the commlsslon- 
rs to be expended hi their respective 
istrlcts, shall be approved by the 
ommissioner in whose district 
the 


aid supplies and materials are furn- 
shed or said labor performed. 


"All bills of every nature and kind 
mst lie filed with the clerk of the 
oard of county commissioners 
ou 


r before the flrst day of the month | 
ollowlng the month in which said 
Ills are contracted, and no bills or 
lalms against the county will 
be 


considered unless this rule is coin- 
lied with. 
"All criminal cost bills fronj the 
ircuit court, criminal court and Jus- 
ices of the peace courts shall not be- 
ome a charge against the county un- 
til properly sworn to by all the officers 
xecuting said cost bills and audited 
y the clerk of the county commlssion- 
rs as county auditor and approved 
y tbe chairman of the board 


'All bills on account of contracts 


or the care, maintenance and work- 
ng ot county convicts and any other 
ontracts properly authorized by the 
board of county commissioners shall 
be approved by the chairman of the 
board 


"All accounts against the county, 
fcttet,-their authentication and ap- 
proval by the proper persons as pro- 
ided by the above rules, shall, be- 
ore payment, be duly approved by 
he regularly appointed finance com- 
mittee pf the county commissioners. 


'It shall be the duty of all persons 


n'lio are empowered under the above 
•ules to authorize and approve bills 
against the county to certify on said 
accounty that same were duly au- 
horized by them and are correct as 
o quantity and prices. 


"It shall be the duty of the clerk of 


;he board of county commissioners, 


acting as county auditor, to certify 
to the correctness of the calculations, 
extensions and additions upon all bills 
or claims against the county befcrc 
the same are ordered paid, and that 
the payment of the game will not 
cause the appropriation made tor the 
purpose to be exceeded. 


"A complete list of all bills, claims 


or accounts ordered paid by the board 
of county commissioners 
and 
for 


which warrants are drawn In pay- 
ment must be entered upon the min- 
utes' of the board of the meeting at 
which same are ordered paid, and the 
same shall be marked with the name 
of the person, flrm or corporation pre- 
senting the same, the amount, the 
date ordered paid and the number of 
warrant Issued In payment ther°nf 
and properly filed so as to be readily 
accessible at all times."

Getting into th% beautiful city of 


Pasadena about 4:00 o'clock in the 
afternoon, I looked up an uncle whom 
I had not seen since I was a child six 
years old. I put up right there and 
spent the night. Next morning we 
drove to Los Angeles, and I can truth- 
fully say that this is one of the most 
delightful drives in the west. All the 
roads are macadam boulevards and 
are lined with roses and palms, but 
still none of the natural beauties 
which one finds in Florida , are 
evidence. 
The forenoon I spent

friends, 


among them B. L. Potter, of the hotel 
Van Nuys, who entertained me very 
pleasantly. We drove bock to Pas- 
adena again for dinner and fci th3 af- 
ternoon took the car back to Los An- 
geles to a garage and had some rork 
done on it, and 
we're back to 


Pasadena again 
for 
supper, '''hat 


evening I looked around Pasadena, 
the city that contains the homes of 
many millionaires. 


Sunday morning after breakfast, we 


packed up again and started for San 
Francisco, 487 miles up the 
coast. 


It was late in the day before we vere 
under way and we made only 12( 
miles, getting to Santa Barbara, and 
here we camped on the beach 
the old Pacific rolling up at our feet 
The beach is no such beach as we 
enjoy in Florida, but, instead, is very 
rocky and the tide rises rapidly and 
the water gets deep with a sudlcn 
ness hard to comprehend. 


The following morning we were vp 


early and had breakfast in Santa Bar- 


leaving soon after 


Robles, which was to be

run. Passing through a great 
rait 


belt, both sides o£ the road were lined 
with peaches, plums, apricots, era >es 
and oranges, but after traveling about 
60 miles we had to leave the -Jtue 
highway and detour over the Seira 
Nevada mountains, via. the San Mar- 
co pass, at an altitude of 2,600 f-'et. 
It was a hard fight all the way up tor 
there was nothing but a wagon -nt>.a, 
rough 'and rocky, but we finally r.ot 
over the mountain range after «ome 
time without accident, except that a 
Ford ran into us backward, on ac- 
count of its brakes not holding. The 
impact tore off our tool box, which 
was fastened on the running board. 
We , took dinner that day in the vil- 
lage of Las Olivas and went on again, 
camping' that night just outstdd ot 


, Paso Robles. The country is mun- 


t&lnous and the principal Industry is 
farming and grazing. Large rai ;c-a 
with many cattle and large fields of 
beans were everywhere in evid?nce 
We drove into Paso Robles • nd 
spent three hours there, for some 
work had to be done to the car in 'he 
way of radiator and tire repairs. Paso 
Robles is noted for its sulphur baths 
aiflJ is quite a noted resort. 


Leaving Paso Robles at 10: 30 o'clock 


we drove along well Into King City, 
over roads very poor and dusty. The 
temperature was 105 nearly all day 
and the dust was BO thick that ona 
could not see the road more than halt 
of the time. When 10 miles from 
King City a collar in the rear axis 


. came loose and the first intimation 


we had was to see the left rear 
wheel out about two feet from 
the 


car. I rode into town on a car going 
south and had a mechanic come out 
and doctor up the 
Overland, after 


which we drove on again and camped 
that night out of Salinas. The night 
was unbearably cold, a dense fog cov- 
ered the ground in great contrast to 
the hot, windy day. We left this place 
at 8:00 o'clock, over roads that were 
gradually getting better, and made 
San Jose at 11:00 o'clock .stopping to 
visit the old Spanish mission 
On 


•gain and we arrived at 'Frisco at 3:00 
o'clock, for a late dinner. 


I would name 'Frisco a city of hills 


and fog, for the first thing we did 
was to get stuck on one o( the streets 
end that evening I nearly froze from 
the cold and fog. Finding a garage 
and good rooms, we took in the great 
exposition for three days. The most 
beautiful part of the exposition, ac- 
cording to my fancy, Is the , exhibit? 
of the various state buildings and the 
transportation building, aa well as 
machinery hall. One could not but 
•dmlre the Canadian building.

ing we left early and drove Into Sac- 
ramento about noon. We were on 
again after dinner and camped that 
night at a lltle mountain town of Ea- 
verio, eating at a half-way house call- 
ed Strawberry. We were at this time 
going over the Serra Nevada moun- 
ains at an altitude of 7,000 feet 
That afternoon we had some tira trou- 
bles so that we wasted four hours 
and did not arrive at Carson City, 
Nevada, until 6:00 o'clock. Getting 
supper and two new tires, we staited 
for Reno, 32 miles away, over a 
rough and stoney road, but we arrived 
at wide-awake Reno at 10:00 o'clock. 
Finding a room, which was hard to 
do, for it was the racing season and 
the town was crowded with visitor?, 
we stayed all night, leaving at 8:00 
o'clock next morning. Salt Lake City 
was our objective point that day; we 
passed through Austin, Eureka aud 
Ely. At Ely we left the railroad line 
and drove across a barren country, 
which was not pleasant. 
All sent 


well that day but the weather was hot 
and water stations 
sometimes 
50 


miles apart. Not a drop of water was 
to be had at several ranches unless 
one paid their price". 
We had the 


experience of going across what is 
known as Sand Springs, where "no 
has to stay directly in the road or bo 
buried in the quick sand. At 8:10 
o'clock we were in East Gate, 187 
miles from Reno, and "all well." We 
camped here but the night was -old 
and the wind blew down a nearby 
canyon just like an arctic gale. In 
the morning we were up and Backed 
at 5:00 o'clock but only drove aboui 
100 yards when the left rear axl< 
broke off due to crystalization. Her; 
we stayed from Friday morning mti 
Sunday night, then I got 
an 
axl< 


from Reno brought in by a car »oin( 
east, but to our dire disappointmen 
it was for a 56 inch tread car and. ad 
to be sent back. Monday mornii^ 
hired a team and drove 12 miles to 
West Gate and hiring a car went to 
the gold mining town of Fail-vie* 
where is located one of the most up-to 
date stamping mills in the world. 


While their machine shop was 


turning me out an axle I went thnugl 
the mill, and it was a sight to see 
I got back to East Gate with the new 
axle at 6:00 p. m., and after putting 1 
in started Tuesday morning at 7:00 
o'clock for Austin, 60 miles east, on 
ranch on the way, known as Alpinp 
ranch, 16 miles from East Gate. Rlgli 
near here was found a. rich strike a 
coilple of days later. Getting woter 
went on 15 miles into New Pass can 
yon where we stripped the cogs or 
our large gear in the rear axle and 
twisted the axle. 
Very soon a car 


came along going east and 1 sent 
word into Austin for a car to come 
out. 
Well, it was late before one 


came, but then we got into Austin 
at a tune of {20 all O. K. and staye 1 
here until Saturday morning.
